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AS A civilian intelligence analyst 
from the U.S. Navy, Jonathan Jay 
Pollasd was clearly a rising star. 
Fellow workers considered him bril- 
liant, marvelling at his seemingly 
photographic memory. His carcer 
was apparently just beginning to 
take off. 

But fram April 1984 until Novem- 
ber 1985, during the last 18 months 
of his assignment at the Anti- 
Terrorist Alert Centre of the Naval 
Investigative Service in Suitland. 
Maryland, Pollard also proved ta be 
one of the most important spies in 
Israel's history. 

Pollard, 32, who was arrested out- 
side the Israeli Embassy in Washing- 
ton on November 21, 1985, after 
unsuccessfully attempting to obtain 
political asylum, was sentenced last 
week to life imprisonment after being 
convicted of espionage. His wite, 
Ann Henderson-Pollard, 26, was 
sentenced to five years in prison on 
lesser charges involving her unau- 
thorized possession of classified 
documents. Both had pleaded guil- 
ty. 

During extensive interviews with 
me in recent weeks -- the only ones 
he has granted so far -- he said that 
they felt nbandoned by [srael and the 
American Jewish conimunity. The 
Pollards are bitter and sad. 

During the trial, U.S. prosecu- 
tors, in arguing for a stiff prison 
term, insisted that Pollard wis pri- 
marily motivated by the money he 
received from Israel -- a charge he 
strongly denied. 

Interviewed at the federal prison 
in Petersburg, Virginia, Pollard said 
that he always felt uncomfortable 
seecpting the money but added: “In- 
telligence operations are not runina 
void, They don't run on morality 
alone. Maney is used for very prac- 
ticu) purposes, not the least of which 
is transportation. Thad to assume the 
financial burden for travel, and was 
then reimbursed. As far as the 
monthly stipend was concerned, 
agents, however motivated, ure 
usually paid. This is a profession. 
And the money goes for a whole host 
of things," 

In general, he described the 
money as being used for ‘‘operation- 
al” expenses. He insisted that at one 
of the final meetings with his Israeli 
handlers, he even offered to return 
some of the $50,000 which he had 
received over the t8-month period. 
“You have to ask yourself, ‘Is this 
the behaviour of a mercenary?’ I had 
never envisioned my motives as hav- 
ing 8 pecuniary aspect. After all, for 
the ton of information I provided, 
how much money would a mercen- 
ary have asked for? I don't have cars. 
T don't have houses. | don’t haye a 
drug habit. § don’t have household 
Possessions that would indicate a 
mercenary's attitude toward this 
affair.”

and as Pollard’s second “handler.” 
Yagur fled the U.S. immediately 
after Pollard's activities were disco- 
vered, 

Pollard’s first “handler,” the court 
documents said, was Israel Air 
Force Colonel Aviem Sella. The 
Washington Post has reported that 
he was one of the pilots involved in 
the June 1981 attack against [raq's 
Osirak nuclear reactor. Until recent- 
ly, he served as the commander of 
the Ramon Air Force base in the 

‘Negev, and has just been named 
commander of the Tel Nof base. 

U.S, prosecutors charged that 
Isracli officialshad originally tried to 
cover up Sella's involvement with 
Pollard, Tsrael has steadfastly re- 
fused to allow American investiga- 
tors to question him about his role, 
He is supposedly too important to 
the Air Force to be “sacrificed,” 
even in the name of U.S.-Israeli 
telations.

In the Spring of 1984, Sella was on 
leave from the Air Force, pursuing, 
graduate studies at New York Uni- 
versity. According to court docu- 
ments, he was introduced to Pollard 
through a mutual friend just when 
the young intelligence analyst had 
decided to share some information 
with {srael - information which he 
had discovered the U.S. did not want 
to pass on to [sracl. 

Pollard had been involved in two 
official intelligence exchanges with 
Israel, serving on U.S. delegations, 
so he had a good sense of what was 
being shared. ‘I was very frustrated 
at the end of these (wo exchanges,” 
he told me. “And the frustration 
builds.” Eventually, he added, it 
became “relentiess," 

T asked Pollard how he wound up 
in this mess. He quoted from a 
Graham Greerte novel, The Quiet

American, “1 don't know if you ever 
read any of his books," he said, “but 
he happens to be one of my favourite 
authors. There's a character, an in- 
ternational correspondent, who

Motives for alf the trouble he's 
caused." And I suspect that that aptly 
characterizes both my motives as 
well as my subsequent involvement 
in this affair.” 


POLLARD then recalled his child- 
hood in South Bend, Indiana, where 
his father, Dr. Morris Pollard, is an 
internationally renowned micro- 
biologist at Notre Dame University, 
“I guess I would characterize my 
upbringing as being very politicized, 
principally from a Zionist point of 
view. ᾿ 

᾿ parents are second genera- 
tion ΤᾺ mertesns|. They are both 
strongly pro-American to the depth 
of their souls -- more so than I could 
everimagine.” 

He said that he had “a fairly 
standard Jewish upbringing,” 
ajthough a “specific responsibility 
was the centrality of Israel. It was 
with me every waking moment. The 
first flag I remember was (he Israeli 
flag. 1 started learning Hebrew at a 
very early age.” ᾿ 

He spoke of an uncle who served 
in the U.S. Army Medical Corps in 
Europe after World War 1} and 
found himself in a position to divert 
badly-needed medical supplies to 
Israel. ‘And all the time growing up, 
all { heard was stories of individuals 
we knew ~ very ‘close — who had 
performed what I call their racial 
- obligation. This is a term with which 
I grew up.” 

He said he often heard stories 
about American Jews helping Israel 
during the 1948 war by running “a 
traintoad of illegal dynamite through 
San Antonio" or “a covert Israeli 
H arms shipment at night out of Gal- 
Ὁ vaston... T was brought up with the 
™ notion that this kind of service was 
. not breaking the law, but was dis- 
~ charging of what [ said was the racial 


obligation. Certainly, it was made 
easier by the fact (hat as far as 1 was 
concerned -- the way [ was brought 
up-there was nu difference between 
being a good American and a goad 
Zionist. Even today, in my mind, 1 
still believe that to be the case,” 
But Pollard was never encouraged 
to emigrate to [srael. “No,” he said, 
“My parents didn’t want me to go- 
My future was here." Yet he re- 
mained obsessed with Israel. “Ἵ 


guess those were the secds of my ᾿ 


discontent because T guess my heart 
was in the exst and I really wanted 10 
emigrate,” he said. “Sa there was 
this inner dilemma, I guess, that was 
building up in me, slowly but relen- 
tlessly." 

On top of that, Pollard had 4 
rough childbood in South Bend. Ι 
was the only Jew in elementary 
school. In high school, there were 
only two other Jews, and they made 
themselves searee. Tt was a daily 
fight. ΠῚ hud gone to other schools 
in the city, perhaps it wouldn't have 
been that bad beenuse there would 
have been a larger Jewish popula 
tion... These physical surroundings 
were lending to confirm in my own 
mind that Jews hud to rely on them- 
selves —in the final analysis." 66 

He said he was “constantly" being 
beaten up αἱ school, “I don't want to 
make this sound like a sad sack story 
but if | hud had kids, 1 would have 
seriously considered petting them ἃ 
gun - or, us one of the principals Ο 
my school advised, giving them 8 
guard dog which they were willing t0 
approve, or teaching them at 
home.”

“T suddenly realized that if Israel 
went, disappeared, it would be the 
undoing, in the light of the Holo- 
caust, of the Diaspora community ~ 
really in a spiritual sense and poss- 
ibly in a physical sense. The Di- 
aspora existed without Israel in the 
flesh for many thousands uf years, 
But having hecome dependent on it 
since the Flalacaust, both spiritually 
aud physically as a refuge, [realized 
that we could, as a peuple, not really 
live pust the experience of another 
Holocaust.” 


HE WAS alsoin Prague shortly after 
the Soviet invasion in 1968. “I 
actually sow for the first time what an 
occupied country looked like. 1 saw 


what military power could do. That ᾿ 


had a significant effect on me as far 
as my future career choices were 
concerned." 

He said it had “underlined” some 
of the real threats to Israel's security, 
“There wasn’t any vague notion. 1 
actually saw what it was like in a 
society that had been completely 
overrun and occupied both spiritual- 
ly and physically and I drew my own 
conclusions.” 

The frustration remained with 
Pollard throughout his undergradu- 
ate days at Stanford University and 
later as a graduate student at the 
Fletcher School of Law and Di- 
plomacyat Tufts University. He was 
still obsessed with Israel and the 
‘need to move there even though he 
had been there only once -- one 
summer at a high-school science. 
camp at the Weizmann Institute of

IN THE fairy-tale atmosphere of the 
Principality of Monaco, ruled by 
Prince Rainier 11, saddened by the 
death of Princess Grace, but blessed 
with a handsome crown prince, two 
beautiful princesses. a legendary 
casino und villa-capped mountains 
tumbting into a yacht-filled port, the 
Monte Carlo Television Festival 
marked its 27th year with entries 
from 24 countries and hundreds of 
companies crowding its internation- 
al market. 

Several leading Israeli TV experts 
did some wheeling and dealing at the 
market, bul there were no Israeli 
offerings, either in the market or in 
the festival competition. Israel has 
ignored this good-will opportunity to 
make itself felt since 1983, after 
winning a prize in 1972 for Ephraim 
Kishon’s Azulai ithe Policeman. 

Haim Yavin, director of Israel 
Television and at the market viewing 
potential buys — more on that later -- 
claimed Israel had nothing to offer 
after winning the Italia Prize for 
Bread, But he has promised to re- 
view this short-sighted attitude and 
look harder next year. 

There was an almost total absence 
of films dealing with Israel or the 
Arab-fsracl conflict, evidence of the 
lower profile of this issue on the 
world’s screens. 

The single exception was Stradi- 
varins, a well-made French film, 
partly shot in Israel, showing how 
clever we were to smuggle the mis- 
sile bonts oul of Cherbourg, evading 
the emburgu clamped down by De 
Gaulle during the Six Day War. 

It stars Wojtek Pszoniak, the Pol- 
ish actor who played Robespierre in 
Andrzej Wajda’s Danton and who 
now lives in France, as a Mossad 
agent and a violin-maker. 

The Monte Carlo festival grew up 
with television itself, and its annual 
offerings, in the two major categor- 
ies of fiction, and news and 
documentaries, present an accurate 
portrait of the state of television in 
the world. The feature entries this 

“year were mostly serious, concen- 
trating on’ family dramas, the ubi- 
quitous love stories, and lots of mis- - 
ery. Finland won the top drama 
award with a searing study of life ina

Though the Stuttgart Ballet will 
undoubtedly provide the biggest 
dunce event of the Festival, eight 
other companies of note (not count- 
ing mime) will also give perform- 
ances.

Her Garden of 
Earthly Delights to be staged here 
was created in 1984 and has been 
performed all over America and 
understandably, since it was inspired 
by a Hieronymus Bosch painting 
that hangs in the Prado in Madrid, in 
Spain. The cast consists of seven 
dancers and three musicians, 

From Grenoble comes the French 
Groupe Emile Dubois of which 1 
confess I know no more than you will 
find in the Festival booklet. Called 
Mammame, the programme is said 
to be a mixture of the erotic and the 
weird. 

A company that incorporates 
kenuine tribal dance is Monopondo. 
Originating in South Africa, it vi- 
sited this country some time ago. 

Israeli companies will also figure 
in the Festival.

ATTHE RISK of being alone voice, 
T must say that Michael Clark and his 
company did not come up to ex- 
pectations at the Mann Auditorium, 
Tel Aviv (March 5), either as shock, 
protest, satire or general entertain- 
ment — all of which he conceded as 
his aim in No Fire Escape in Hell. 
Indeed, the title, promising a mod- 
icum of merriment, seemed to me 
more provocative than the show. 

Apart from a dildo that someone 
snatched off Clark (wearing a frontal 
pinafore and a big wig), a hint of 
homo relationships, a simulated 
copulation well covered by an Amer- 
ican flag, there wasn't much shock 
potential. True, there was some very 
good dancing, especially by a very 
black-haired woman, but nothing 
teally remarkable besides the size of 
the overflow audience. 

Clark himself, one-time principal 
of the Roya! Ballet, was not excep- 
tional on that night's showing. His 
solos were strong but heavy-looking, 
and if there was charisma, as critics 
elsewhere have declared, il missed 
me. He merged into the company - 
which may be what he wanted — and 
like them, had much energy and 
ability to clown in many costume 
changes that included false bottoms, 
bulbous bellies, and genitals painted 
on tights. : 

Except for an encounter between 
an old-time ghost (white sheet, hor- 
ny hands) and a more up-to-date 
variety, there was 8 pitiful lack of wit 
in the capers. If slapstick is your sort 
of comedy, there was lots of that, 
with even a hint of Keystone Cop- 
ism. 

But here is one piece of advice: 
take earplugs with you. This is the 
loudest, noisiest music you are ever 
likely to be deafened with in an age 


- when all mechanical sound tends to 


be over-amplified. The lighting, 
however, was outstanding, and so 
bind 8 set made out of grey curtain- 
ing. 


JAN LINKENS, who his come from 
Amsterdam to set one of his works 
for the Israel Ballet, is no neweomer 
to Israel. He was here twice as 
dancer with the Dutch National Bal- 
Jet, of which he isstill a member, and 
this is his second visit as choreog- 


tapher for the {sruel Ballet. His first 
work was dntintate Impressions; now 
he is rehearsing his Fantaisies Sym- 
phoniques (music: Martinu) which 
has already been performed in Hol- 
jand. 

Born in Maastricht, Linkens 
trained at the Hague Conservatoire 
and joined the Dutch National Bal- 
let 10 years ago. He had studied in 
New York at “Balanchine’s school” 
- the American Ballet School - 
under Kramarevsky and Stanley 
Williams. He has choreographed 
five works for the Dutch National 
Ballet to date and also works for the 
Netherlands Dance Theatre, Scapi- 
no and the Berlin Opera Ballet. 

“All my works are based on the 
classical techniques, but that doesn’t 
mean that the dancing has to be stiff 
and inflexible,” he said in Tel Aviv. 
“Classical and modern dance learn 
from each other and it is important 
that in every new picce hased on 
classical tradition there should be 
something of now. The dance must 
stand on top of the technique. ‘The 
way the dancer moves must be free 
and natural even when doing un- 
natural things -- like turnouts.” 

Since he was here last, he said, the 
Israel Bullet has improved very 
much. “I'm nat saying this because 1 
am here te work with them, but 
because I know condilions here are 
very difficult for classicn! dance. The 
very warm climate is hard on point 
shoes, for instance, und because so 
many dancers have to do army ser- 
vice, the company has to bring in 

foreigners. So I um surprised how 
much better it is in three yenrs—good 
to work with.” 


SHABTAI PETRUSHKA, former 
head of Israel Radio's music, tells 
me an interesting story in connection 
with the article about Gurit Kadman 
in The Jerusalem Post (Feb. 27). 
Kadman and Rivka Sturman were 
teaching folk dance in the late 1940s 
to the Palmah Har-El bridgade. 
There was to be a final concert but 
they had no music for it, written or 
‘recorded. Sturman came to Petrush- 
ka and sang and whistled the tunes:

MENASHE Raz, presenter of the’ 


late night news on Israel Television 
and moderator of the controversial 
live talk show Free Eniry, doesn't 
consider himself a star. Nor does he 
see his rise to prominence as some- 
thing sudden. 

“T was known but I wasn't neces- 
sarily a familiar face," he tells The 
Jerusalem Post as he relaxes momen- 
tarily during his long work day, feet 
propped up on the desk. A series of 
telephone culls intrude on our con- 
versation. Raz excuses himself. 

There's a further interruption 
when veteran ITV newsman Danny 
Pe'er knocks on the door to ask a 
favour. He's feeling a little off- 
colour and he'd rather not read the 
Mabat news that night ifhe can finda 
replacement. Raz agrees without 
any fuss. It's no big deal after all to 
change into a suit and read what 
someone else has written. 

That's the essential difference be- 
tween Mfabat and the late night news 
programme. Nowadays, his only in- 
put vis-a-vis Mabat is presentation. 
But for his own news programme 

+ he’s his own man. He decides which 
news items will be featured; he 
writes his own scripts; he edits; he 
presents and he interviews. In other

‘words, it's his show. 

It's different with Free Entry. 
Although he's the one who asks 
provocative questions and his is the 
face that enters the nation's living 
rooms, Raz emphasizes that Free 
Entry is a team effort and not a 
one-man show, and that the credit 
for its success belongs more to pro- 
ducer Aviva Milgeliter than anyone 
else, He's involved in the decisions 
surrounding the theme of each prog- 
ramme and does a lot of his own 
investigative research to comple- 
ment the intensive data digging 
which is done by the show's resear- 
chers. 

Each programme takes a whole 
month of advance preparation, he 
discloses. Although he would like 
the programme to become even 
more controversial than it is already 
in bringing sensitive issues to wider 
public attention, he is proud of the 
fact that Free Eniry is an example of 
“a partnership cooperation between 
the electronic and print media.” 
Panellists on the show always in- 
clude a print-media journalist whose 
specialization is the subject ‘under 
discussion. Aside from anything 
else, it helps to introduce the public 
to the face behind the by-line. 


A FORMER radio personality, Raz 
came to ITV 12 yeurs ago. Working 
on documentaries and as a field 
reporter, Raz won a prize for his 
excellent documentary which lifted 
the lid of secrecy on the terrible 
conditions in Israeli prisons.

with the crowd in the comfort of 
Anonymity. 
Those days are gone. Privacy is a 


ΖΩ͂ rare luxury. Whether he's walking 
™ down the street, driving in his car or 


tiding in an elevator, people recog- 
nize him and point him out, Often 
they stop totalk to him asif he were a 
childhood friend. “They think I'm 
public property because I turn up in 
their homes five nights a week.“ 

After the Free Entry programme 
dealing with the Jewish Agency, Raz 
took his family for an outing to 
Mount Hermon. He was besieged by 
people who wanted to add to his 
fund of knowledge about the Jewish 
Agency. There was no polite way of 
fending them off. The situation be- 
came so intolerable that his seven- 
year-old son Jonathan said, ‘‘Daddy, 
let's get out of here.” 

In the early days of ITV, announ- 
cers believed they were more im- 
pressive if they were aggressive. Raz 
comes from the opposite ‘camp and 
contends that you can get as much if 
not more out of an interviewee ip a 
quieter, more considerate manner. 
He equates aggressiveness with im- 
maturity and lack of self-confidence. 

Although he's quite happy doing 
what he’s doing, Raz occasionally 
hankers to be out in the field again. 
“There's nothing quite as exciting 
and rewarding as field work,” he 
says. Maybe one day, he'll go buck 
to it, but not for a Jong while to 
come. o

When a society 
tooks irrevocably bent on pulling the 
plug on its own life-support system, 
it is indeed consoling to get an out- 
side perspective on things. 

Bok'’s perspective is possibly uni- 
que in scope. In addition to being 
president of Harvard University, 
Bok is a world-renowned expert on 
collective bargaining and labour leg- 
islation. The former dean of Har- 
vard’s law faculty, he is also the 
author of several standard texts on 
labour-management relations, an 
adviser on the subject both to Amer- 
ican presidents and to foreign gov- 
ernments, and a veteran arbitrator 
and mediator. 

Thus, while Bok expressed regret 
for these latest manifestations of 
labour-management dialogue, 
Israeli-style, he was neither unduly 
alarmed nor depressed. 

“Labour chaos seems to go in 
cycles,” said Bok, who was in Jeru- 
salem this month on a private visit. 
“And countries do seem to work 
through the worst of the patterns. 
Israel is still a young country, and I 
suspect asit matures, the problem of 
strikes will recede, 

“Not long ago, for example, 
labour strife was more common in 
the U.S. than in most other coun- 
tries. About 20 years ago, strikes in 
major industries were among the top 
three issues troubling the American 
public. It's amazing to me, but today 
E don't think strikes figure among 
our top 20 most pressing problems. 
And I wouldn't be surprised to find 
the same thing in Isracl 20 years from 
now." 

What elements figure in the 
maturation process to bring this ab- 
out? 

“Experience,” Bok replied. “Get- 
ting to know one another better, 
getting to trust one another. And 
that comes with recognizing that 
labour and management nave com- 
mon interests, that productivity be- 
nefits both, that the harm done by a 
strike is so difficult to undo. And 
largely by looking at the long run -- 
acknowledging that short-term vic- 

tories may mean long-term losses, 

“You know, in Sweden, em- 
ployers were recently asked what 
they thought of their labour unions, 
and their reply was: ‘We couldn't get 
along without them.’ Now not every 
country is going to achieve that level 
in labour relations. But it might be 
somethingtoaimat. — ; 

“Meanwhile, labour organiza- 
tions in many countries have taken 
themselves in hand. They're losing 
ground everywhere. If they hadn't 
Started organizing the white-collar 
sector some years back, they'd be in 
even bigger trouble today. And still 
in ‘the U.S., the labour force is 
shrinking, much as the agricultural! 
sector did 50 years ago. That's be-- 
cause of fierce ‘international com-

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Labour strife is a sign of 
immaiurity, according to 
Harvard University 
president Derek C. Bok. He

“Looking back,” he smiled, “I can 
admire the idealism of those stu- 
dents. Many of their judgements 
have been vindicated -- their view of 
the Vietnam War, for example, or 
on civil rights. And they helped to 
sensitize the universities to legiti- 


wha we can do, but we do our best.” 


THE REFERENCE to higher 
education and finances brought to 
mind the economic crisis of Israel's 
universities, and we asked Bok for 
his views on the subject. 

“Well, in the U.S. at feast,” he 
said, “the cost of higher education 
has historically grown faster than the 
cost of living. Now the amount of 
money invested doesn’t necessarily 
guarantee quality. But the fact is, 
while American industry has fared 
poorly in the face of new internation- 
al competition, American education 
has held its own, if not more so. 

What about a country like Israel, 
which out of financial constraints has 
to slash its budget for higher educa- 
tion? Should the universities, as 
many suggest, climb out of their 
ivory towers and find ways to gener- 
ate more income on their own -- 
perhaps by becoming more closely 
aligned with private industry? 

Again Bok responded with his 
characteristic balance. “Yes, along 
with turning to philanthropy or rais- 
ing tuition fees, the pressure is there 
y to seek profit- 


“Well,” said the Harvard presi- 
dent, few countries have succeeded 
in taking away the right to strike 
without incurring enormous social 
cost. That kind of thing just isn't 
compatible with democracy. 

“The other temptation is compul- 
sory arbitration. But this is a very 
tough dilemma. Arbitration is not a 
science. It requires enormous pow- 
ers of human judgement. It's hard to 
find arbitrators who can understand, 
for example, all the implications and 
ramifications of a government 
budget the way public officials are 
supposed to, And public officials, 
after all, are responsible for allocat- 
ing resources, deciding priorities, 


“There was a time, for instance, 
when universities expanded simply 
by buying up land, leveling the ex- 
isting structures and putting up dor- 
mitories. We now realize how primi- 
tive that was. We now have a keener 
sense of our community responsibili- 


“On the other hand, there’s little 
doubt in my mind that many students 
got distracted from their academic 
work and carried legitimate con- 
cerns well beyond the level of 
reasonable protest. The radicals be- 
came destructive, and had that per- 
sisted, that would have seriously 
damaged the universities. As it was, 
for a certain number of students, 
their education was permanently 
damaged. So I'm glad it ended when 
it did. The negative outweighed the 
positive. No one could seriously 
argue that it was a healthy state of 
affairs. No -- I would not want a 
return to that style of activism." 


WHAT ABOUT the situation to- 
_ day, when we hear so much about 
American students being solely 
‘career-oriented? ‘Yes,"" said Bok, 
“it’s true. UCLA has done surveys 
of incoming freshmen over the past 
15 years, and the findings show that 
the values of students that have risen 
the most are making money, gaining 
influence and power over others, 
and actiteving recognition and fame. 
At the same time, the values that 
have fallen are helping others, im- 
proving the community, race rela- 
tions, cleaning up the environment. 
So I would conclude that the pendu- 
lum has swung too far in the direc- 
tion of career and personal advance- 


“You see, unlike private com- 
panies, a government just can't pass 
on higher labour costs to the con- 
sumer — not when taxes are already 
sky-high. Instead, it has to decide 
how much it will allocate to one 
sector at the expense of another. No 
arbitrator can make those judge- 
ments, Nor should he be required to. 
Turning to arbitration is often a 
substitute for public officials fuifill- 
ing their responsibilities, The 1.1.5. 
government will allow outside advis- 
ory rulings, but the question has 
been raised if it's even constitutional 
for the government to give up its 
sovereign power in this regard. . 

“So there is a case for a different 
system,"’ Bok concluded, “but it's 
hard to see how it can work. There 
justaren’t any simple solutions — not 
until cooler heads and a maturer 
atmosphere prevail.” 


LISTENING to Derek Bok’s ba- 
tanced and thoughtful analysis of the 
labour situation makes one appreci- 
ate the cooler and maturer atmos- 
phere he was so instrumental in 
creating at Harvard University at the 
end of the 1960s. That was when 
student radicals seized the adminis- 
tration buildings and alt but brought 
the great learning institution to a 
halt. The confrontation led to the 
notorious “Harvard bust," when 
Police swept onto the campus and 
arrested 197 protesters, Many say 
that all-out warfare was then averted 
only by the remarkable negotiating 
skills of Harvard's young but bril- 
liant Jaw school dean. 

When university president Nathan 
Pusey subsequently stepped down, 
the committee charged with select- 

- ing his successor received no fewer 
than 1,100 nominations. But ‘the 
panel could not forget the man who 
had held Harvard together. Hence 
Derek Curtis Bok, then not yet 41, 
became one of the youngest presi- 
dents in Harvard's 350-year history, 
. Bok will be 57 next week, and we 
asked him ‘what he thought now,

“But we have to recall that the 
connection between the academy 
and industry is not as obvious as it 
seems.

So it | 
behooves the institutions receiving 
that cash to accept it in the spirit it’s 
given, and to some extent translate 
their work into goods and services 


“But it’s easy to go overboard in 
this respect, It's easy to get preoccu- 

- pied with industrial development to 
the detriment of basic research. It’s 
easy for professors to get too in- 
terested in profitable applications of 
their work and to end up taking on 
the kinds of chores that they 
shouldn’t be engaged in. Which
